Judge Saund had purchased his 
I airplane ticket and was to leave

denlv he got word from the Voice

America that 
the broadcast 
was canceled. 
What he did not know*was that 
the Voice of America had received 
a memorandum from the 
White 
House. It was a direct order that 
congressman-elect Saund was not 
to broadcast to India or any other 
place. No reason was given. 
It 
was hinted unofficially, however, 
that there were alleged irregulari­ 
ties in his election campaign. 
A 
checkup 
on Judge Saund’s 
election 
revealed 
that he 
had 
spent 
between 
eight 
and 
ten 
thousand dollars, which Is modest. 
There was no indication of irreg­ 
ularity. His opponent, Mrs, 
Jac­ 
queline Cochran Odium, former 
heads cl the WASPS, founder of a 
beauty cream company, and wife 
of financier Floyt1 Odium, had 
spent five or sir times as much. 
In Washington, the representa­ 
tive of Floyd 
Odium is George 
Allen, one of the closest of Ike 
Eisenhower’s personal friends. Al­ 
len is a director of the Atlas Cor­ 
poration, parent company of the 
far-flung Odium financial empire. 
He was also the origin'1 partner 
in the Elsenhower 
Gettysburg 
farm, and has been partner with 
the President In a Howard John­ 
son restaurant in Washington, D. 
C. He pl ars bridge with the Presi­ 
dent at Gettysburg.

A House Judiciary 
subcommit­ 


tee. which investigi ted Clay, call 
ed his case “the most unusual il­ 
lustration of services perfor.ned 
by a (government consultant) for 
an employer by means of an ex­ 
pense account.” 
Yet, despite the congressional 
blast, 
Clay was 
quietly rehired 
last month by the Commerce De­ 
partment and assigned to the De­ 
fense Services Administration. 
What 
outraged 
the Judiciary 
subcommittee was an entertain- 
| ment expense account which Na­ 
tional Starch Products gave him 
i while in Washington. In one year, 
; Clay spent $2,300 entertaining fel­ 
low government employes 
who 
I could be helpful to his company. 
One voucher sent back to his com- 
| pany decared:

pany’s application; he contacted 
j government officials handling it 
and entertained them at the com­ 
pany’s 
expense. 
Within 
one 
month he got he tax write-off ap­ 
proved. National Starch Products 
was so pleased with his success 
that it promptly filed for an addi­ 
tional tax write-off. 
Clay, work­ 
ing inside the government, contin­ 
ued to push his comoany’s inter­ 
est. 
For example, while he was 
supposed to be working for the 
taxpayers, he reported to his com­ 
pany: 
“I have had several talks with 
Joe Rand who is director of the 
Post Certification Division. He has 
examined his file on our T. A. 
(Tax Amortization) and thinks we 
have a good case.** 
On another occasion, Clay used 
hi: government influence to trans­ 
fer Jacob Schaffer to the Com­ 
merce Dept. 
The Judiciary sub­ 
committee 
charged 
that Clay’s 
interest “appears

bilities for aiding Clay’s employer 
. . . ‘in the continued operations 
of wet milling plants.”

At this season of the year forest 
fires are one of the bugaboos ad­ 
versely affecting this important 
natural resource. Not only do the 
fires bring substantial and immed­ 
iate financial loss, but this loss is 
magnified by damage to young 
trees and by destroying the pro­ 
tecting ground cover of decaying 
leaves that increases t’ 
supply 
of humus and the water-holding 
capacity of the soil. 
The abundance of dry vegeta­ 
tion in fall and winter usually co­ 
incides with the open season on 
upland game with hunters tramp­ 
ing the fields. 
Unthinking care­ 
lessness with matches or cigarette 
butts, whether by hunters or auto- 
ists on the highways, may result 
in a raging field and forest fire. 
Little wonder that the thin ranks 
of state and national foresters 
who seek to protect these forest 
resources find comfort in inter­ 
mittent 
showers 
of 
rain 
that 
dampen the vegetation and lessen 
the danger from fires. 


The southern 16 counties of Illi­ 
nois contain more than a million 
acres of timber, according to the 
1956 annual report of the Carbon 
dale, U. S. Forest Research Cen­ 
ter located at Southern Illinois 
University. 
The 
foresters 
say 
that approximately 750,000 addi­ 
tional acres in the area would 
seem better suited for growing 
forest crops than for other uses. 


Together these acreages represent 
nearly 45 percent of the land area 
of these 16 counties. 
Farmers own about 80 percent 
of this forest land, but many of 
them are not getting much of a 
return from their forested acres 
because they have not used the 
right management practices. Some 
probably know little about forest 
management. 
More 
concentrate 
on 
using other acres more in 
tensively for quicker and higher 
returns per acre. 
Forested acres may not give a 
big 
return 
quickly, 
but, 
under 
good management, will provide a 
steadily-growing 
income 
through 
the years at a low rate of labor 
input. 
Surplus farm labor may 
be applied to the forest for im­ 
provement or harvesting during 
slack seasons in other farm work. 
Research has provided the ans­ 
wers to many problems of grow 
ing. managing and using forests 
such as those in southern Illinois, 
but 
trained 
foresters 
are 
busy 
seeking the solutions to many oth­ 
er problems. 
Their findings are 
available 
in publications or by 
actual personal advice.

It will sell at 
higher prices than in 1956. 
“Hog slaughter especially will 
be less than in 1956,” the depart­ 
ment said Wednesday. “Fully as 
many cattle likely will be slaugh­ 
tered as in 1956, but average car 
cass weights may be enough light­ 
er to pull down the total output 
of beef to some extent. 
“Prices for hogs will be higher 
than in 1956. 
Those for cattle 
are expected at least to stay above 
their lowest points of 1956 and 
may average slightly above that 
year. 
With 
little 
change

slaughter in prospect, prices for 
sheep and lambs also might aver­ 
age slightly higher in 1957.”

Unmanaged cut­ 
over forests from which the good 
sawtimber has been removed have 
an oversupply of such t-_es which 
are boosting the total timber re­ 
source figure but have little cash 
value to the farm forest owner 
Such trees, at the same time, are 
using the space and the plant nu­ 
trients needed by more valuable 
young trees which represent great 
er future returns.

management 
program the farmer may use his 
spare time in winter killing un­ 
wanted cull trees and harvesting 
mature sawtimber, even though of 
low grade, permitting the better 
quality growing trees to develop 
more rapidly. Management studies 
by the foresters provide the know­ 
how and have demonstrated that 
resources 
in

rapidly under such treatment. 
The Carbondale Forest Research 
Center, as well as other U. S. 
Forest research facilities, are seri 
ously tackling the job of finding 
new and better ways of using low
